Surely the word uncle for a pawn- 
broker was no more than a bit of

From me she looked for sympathy, 
knowing that I myself am hot 
among those very learned fulk who 
will never allow themselves to call 
a spade a spade. ‘There she was 
right. With all my heart I cast 
away this nonsense ‘about the uncus
